Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendments raise new issues because, in claims 1 & 15, Applicant has eliminated limitations previously 
presented, by no longer required the organic mixing solvent to have a "solubility of sulfur equal to or less than 50mM" and replacing with 
"isopropyl alcohol" which does not necessarily have the solvent properties originally claimed. Additionally, the claims are broader than 
those originally filed because the term "comprising isopropyl alcohol" opens the claims to unspecified compounds, and it is unclear 
whether those compounds and/or isopropyl alcohol have the solubility necessitated by original claims 1 & 15. With respect to claims 24, 
27 & 32, the term "comprising isopropyl alcohol" broadens the claims to unspecified compounds other than isopropyl alcohol.
